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GOVERNMENT TO SEND SIX 
SHIPS TO GET AMERICANS 


Vessels, to Be Ready 


in Three Weeks, Will, 
Bring 8000 Tourists From Europe at 
Reasonable Expense. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Immediate 
charter of six vessels to go’ to Hurope 
for Americans was agreed on today by 
Secretaries McAdoo, Garrison and Dan- 
lels and Assistant Secretary Phillips of 
the State Department. 


They will carry 8000 passengers at as 
reasonable rates as possible. 

Secretary McAdoo made this state- 
ment: 

“It was determined b¥ the relief coni- 
mittee to charter six vessels and put 
them in condition as quickly as possibile 
and to send them to Europe to transport 
American citizens to this country. Tt 
was estimated that:it: would take but 
three weeks to provision and otherwise 
equip the ships for this service and to 
get them to Europe. They will take 
care of about 8000 persons. 

“The Secretary of War will take 
charge of all arrangements in connec- 
tion with the outfitting and‘ forwarding 
of these ships and of getting them bacx 
io America. All are American ships. it 
has not been determined what points 
these vessels will touch in Burope. The/ 
will go to those places where it may bt 
later deemed the greatest relief possible 
may be afforded to Americans. 

“Under the terms of the appropriation 
for this purpose the Government is to be 
reimbursed; that is, so far as the pas- 
sengers may be able. The rates of pass- 
age will be made as reasonable as pos- 
sible.’’

Only Three Per Cent of Americans in 
England Are Stranded. 


LONDON, Aug. 13—In view of the’ 
nature of the cablegrams reaching Lon- 
don from the United States, the Com- 
mittee of American Residents has con- 
cluded that an exaggeration has been 
made in some cases regarding the num- 
ber of Americans supposed to be suf- 
fering. 

Herbert C. Hoover of California, . the 
chairman of the committee, said today 
there were not more than 90,000 Amer- 
icans in England at the present moment 
who were desirous of returning home. 

“Fully 97 per cent of these,” he said. 
“are able under the conditions now pre- 


vailing to finance themselves, and only 


® per cent of the Americans in. England 
in reality are stranded. 

“The committee's fund is more than 
amply taking care of the destitute Amer- 
icans and it is my belief that not more 
than $25,000 or $30,000 of Government 
money will be required to provide for 
them. 

“The position of Americans on the 
Continent is different, a larger propor- 
tion of them being students or others 
of minor resources. When they are able 
to escape from .the war territory they 
will be virtually destitute of cash and 
credit. The committee, however, does 
not believe that these will exceed 10,000 
and the number may turn out to be 
much smaller. The removal of these 
people from the Continent is a problem 
still to be solved.’’ 


Ships of All Nationalists

PRESIDENT STARTS.INQUIRY 
INTO RISE IN FOOD PRICES 


Attorney-General, When Directed to See If Per- 
sons Responsible for Unwarranted Advances 
Can Be Prosecuted, Orders Special 
Agents to Collect Data. 


WASHINGTON, Aug... 13.—President 
Wilson today directed Attorney-General 
McReynolds to investigate recent in- 
creages in prices of foodstuffs and to 
take up the question whether any per- 


sons ‘responsible « can be prosecuted. 
The President sent the following letter 
to the Attorney-General: 

The rapid and unwarranted in- 
créase in the prices of food stuffs in 
this country upon the pretext of the 
conditions existing in Europe is so se- 
rious and vital a matter that I take 
the liberty of calling your attention 
to it. 

I would be very much obliged if 
you would advise me whether there 
is, under ‘existing law, any action 
which the Department of Justice 
could take, either by way of investi- 
gation or tegalt process, and what 
Federal legislation, if any, would in 
your judgment be justifiable and 
warrantable in the ¢efrcumstances. 

I feel that this is-a matter which 
we cannot let pass by without trying 
to serve the country. Certainly the 
country ought to be defended, if pos- 
sible, against men who would take 
advantage of such circumstances to 
increase the price of food and the 
difficulties of living. 

Favors Legal Action If Posstbie. 
The President took up the question 
of increasing prices the first thing today 
and was impressed by the pressure of 
the situation. He at once decided that 
legal, action should be taken if possible 
end that if there were no laws cover- 
ing the question, new legislation should 
be passed. 

Officials said the President considered 
that in many.cases the increases were 
wholly unjustifiable, When he returned 
from Mrs. Wilson’s burial at Rome, Ga.. 
resolutions already had been introduced 
ir, the House calling on the Department 
of Commerce .and.the Department of 
~ustice to report what action they were 
taking. 

President Wilson’s interest in the sit- 
uation, .however, was wholly apart 
from that and he probably would have 
taken action before had it not been for 
the death in the White House. 


Reply by McReynolds. 
Attorney-General McReynolds at once 
replied to the President as follows: 

“I have your. letter of Aug. 18,.in ref- 
erence to the unwarranted. increase in 
the price of food stuffs. 

“The head of our special agents has 
been instructed to give directions to his 
men throughout the country to begin 'in- 
vestigations tn order to ascertain the 
real facts, and I am sending the various 
District Attorneys similar instructions. 
This should enable us to secure: some 
definite information in respect of true 
conditions. 

“May I take the liberty. of sibaiatantianls 
that perhaps the agents of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce could render valu-

NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Vigovrous

your judgment be justifiable and 
warrantable in the elrcumstances. 

I feel that this is*a matter which 
we cannot let pass by without trying 
to serve the country. Certainly the 
country ought to be defended, if pos- 
sible, against men who would take 
advantage of such circumstances to 
increase the price of food and the 
difficulties of living. 

Favors Legal Action If Possible.

Passengers Reaching New York 
Tell of Hardships on Continent 
and Aboard Crowded Ship. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—Seyen St. 
Louisans were passengers aboard the 
Philadelphia, which arrived last niczot 


| from Southampton, the first boat with’ 


refugees from Europe since the declar- 
ation of war. It carried 703 cabin pas- 
sengers and 309 -—in the steerage. 

The St. Louisans abcard were Mrs, 
Marie Daux, Jesse W. Barrett, an at- 
torney; —L. A. Cooksey, treasurer of 
the St. Louis. Elevator and Grain Co., 
living at the Buckingham Annex; Mrs. 
Jennie Aufrichstig, widow of Alois Auf- 
richstig, and her son, Albert, of 3611 
Lafayette avenue; Max Hisman and @ 
Mr. Gross, a steamship agent. 

The refugees, including those from St. 
Louis, told stories of hardships encoun- 
tered in reaching England from the 
Continent, and of the crowded condition 
of the Philadelphia, necessitating th» 
separation of men from women, and of 
being compelled to find "sleeping quar- 
ters on the decks or wherever they 
could. 

Refugees Are Cheeréd. 

The passengers were glad to get back 
to America, and cheered the mail boat, 
the health officers’ boat and the revenue 
cutter at quarantine. The crowd at the 
pier cheered the Philadelphia as she 
moved in, and for 15 minutes the North 
River rang with cheers and with the 
whistles of vessels. 

The port authorities waived the regu- 
lation which prevents a ship which ar- 
rives after sundown from proceeding to 
her dock and facilitated tht landing of 
the refugees in every way possible. 
Within an hour and a half after the 
Philadelphia arrived in the lower bay’ 
all of the passengers had landed. 
The Philadelphia sailed from. South- 
ampton a few hours after England de- 
clared war on Germany. Seven Frencn 
torpedo boats followed the Philadelphia 
the first day out and forced her to stop. 
After the French officers became con- 
vinced the Philadelphia was an Amer'- 
can vessels she was vermitted to pro- 
ceed. 

Foreed to Enter Army. 
Mrs. Daux, Whose husband is a nat- 
uralized American citizen, said after 
arrival that they were in France wher 
the war started. .She was permitted to 
depart, but her husband was given his 
choice of going to prison or entering the 
army. She will appeal to the State De- 
| partment at Washington to obtain his 
release from military service In France. 
The Daux family resides on North 
King’s highway. 
Borrett and Cooksey were stowaways 
‘when the Philadelphia sailed, but ob- 
tained tickets after the ship left South- 
ampfon. They refused to tell how they 
got on to the ship. They said the boat 
was well provisioned with food, but 
during the latter part of the trip there 
was a shortage of water. 

Barrett said that more than 100 mea 
were without berths, and slept in the 
smoking room or on the decks. 

Mrs. Aufrichstig and her son went 
to Europe in April. They were in Ber- 
lin when Austria declared war on Ser- 
via, and went from there to Cologne, 
and were about to start on a trip up 
the Rhine when Germany declared wor 
on Russia. They immediately hur- 
ried to get out of Germany. The trains 
were so crowded that young Aufrich- 
stig was forced to stand. At Herbes- 
thal, on the German-Belgian frontier, 
the train was stopped, and all pas- 
gengers forced to leave it. They walked 
for more than an hour to reach Aix 
le Chapelle. 

Son Was Left Behind, 

Mrs. Aufrichstig boarded a train 
there, while her son began a searca 
for their baggage. While he was gone 
the train departed with his mother. 
He had the tickets, and boarded a train 
80 minutes later, thinking he was fol- 
lowing his mother. He soon learned 
that she was on a Paris train, and he 
on one for Brussels. 

At Liege he found her on the station 
platform crying. She had been put off 
the train. They finally reached Dover 
with two shillings in money, and with 
only half their baggage. On the Phila- 
delphia they had to sleep in the steerage 
the first day. 

Eisman and Gross were without money 
in London, but a Philadelphia business 
man cashed their checks.

Italy's Hope Lies in 
Downfall of Austria 


(By the New York 
Expert.) 

While the attention of the whole world 
is fixed upon the Belgian plain where 
hundreds of thousands of soldiers of 
four nations are moving toward battle, 
everits are taking place in Southeastern 
Europe which are too important to be 
overlooked, and are not unlikely to exer- 
cise a material influence in the general 
War. 

Most important of all is the bombard- 
ment of Antivari by the Austrian fleet. 
Of itself, Antivari is of no real value, 
as a port, or as a base for naval or 
military operation, But with Dulcigno, 
it is the single tiny Slav facade upon 
the Adriatic, the only ‘“‘window on the 
sea” of the Serbs. What is even more 
noteworthy is that it is the only barrier 
between Austrian Dalmatia and that 
Albanian kingdom in which Austrian 
and Italian ambitions clash. 

It is this circumstance that has made 
the artillery of Austria on the Adriati« 
awaken angry echoes in Rome, Technic- 
ally, the Italians protest that Austrian 
cannon were trained upon Italian prop- 
erty protected by Italian flags in Anti- 
vari. Actually, the anger is occasioned 
by the fact that Austrian operations 
disclose plainly what will be the line of 
Austrian profit if the Austro-German 
alliance triumphs in the present war. 
The Triple Alliance has broken down 
at the dedisive moment, because there 
was no human method of reconciling 
Austrian and Italian ambitions. For- 
eign dispatches allege that the Kaiser 
offered Italy Algeria, Tunis, the Belgian 
Congo. But the eyes, the ambitions of 
Italians, are as firmly fixed upon tite 
Adriatic as are those of the English 
upon the German Ocean. What the 
Straits of Dover are to the British, 
those of Otranto are to Italy. 

Slavdom and the Italians pursue 
parallel, not conflicting, aims in the 
Adriatic. Apart from the sentimental 
alliance between Montenegrin and 
Italian, arising from_-the fact that 
the, Queen of Italy is the daughter

The North American also 
clashed with the Light and Develop- 
ment Co. at St. Charlies, Mo., where the 
North American obtained a franchise 
two years ago to compete with the 
smaller concern, on a promise to sell 
Keokuk water power current at half the 
rates of the old company, which it has 
not done so far. 
Committee Solicited Bids. 

The Clayton Board created a Special 
Committee to solicit bids and recommend 
a lighting contract. After many confer- 
ences with both companies, the commit- 
tee submitted a report, without recom- 
mendation. The Light and Development 
Co, subsidiary introduced a bill ‘em- 
bodying a previous offer, last Tuesday, 
when the other measure was passed over 
Brennan's protest. 

F. J. Hollocker, chairman of the 
Special Lighting Committee, told a re- 
porter that the only reason he and his 
colleagues voted for the high-rate. con- 
tract wag because of a fear the West- 
erm company would not be able to sup- 
ply light this fall. 

Alderman Brennan, who represents 
the Sixth Ward, said there was no rea- 
son for rus the bill as soon as the 
low-rate franchise measure was intro- 
duced. “I moved that action be deferred 
on the high-rate measure until the other 
bill could be read a second time,” said 
Brennan, “but they voted me down 
and rushed the bill through.’’

Wall contended, and advised an in- 
crease in water rates to place the de- 
partment on a paying basis. He said 
the cost per 1000 gallons at present is 
8% cents, while the revenue, “if we take 
all the water pumped into the mains last 
year,” amounted to but 7% cents per 
1000 gallons. 

Says Water Is Wasted. 
“Now the consumers pay an average 
of between 8 and 10 cents per 1000 gal- 
lons for the water they use,”’ said Wall, 
‘because they must make up the cost 
of free water furnished for street 
sprinkling, for sewer flushing, for ex- 
tinguishing fires, for parks and publi* 
buildings. So that they are paying just 
about the same price per 1000 cubic feec 
for water as they pay for gas, although 
they are much more careful not to 
waste the gas.”" 
Under the old system of chemical 
clarification the city was able to trout 
only $000, 000 gallons in a day, and when 
the consumption exceeded this it resuit 
ed in murky drinking water, Wall said. 
The maxtmum daily use of water grea:- 
ly increased this year, Wall said, indi- 
cating that the capacity of the enlargod 
waterworks will be reached in the next 
10 or 12 years, instead of by 1930, as 
planned when the sand filters were in- 
stalled.

He Dissents From Dissolution 
Order,-Finds Absence of Evils 
Complained Of. 


HOLDS CASE NOT PROVEN 


He Expresses Conviction Trade 
Was Not Restrained for 7 
Years Before Suit. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., Aug. 13.—Judge 
Walter A. Sanborn, in his opinion dis- 
Senting from the majority decision yes- 
terday of the United States District 
Court here, holding the International 
Harvester Co. to be a monopoly in re- 
straint of trade, and ordering the com- 
bine dissolved, declares that no cass 
has been feund in the books, and none 
has come under his observation in 
which thé absence of all the evils 
against which the anti-trust law was 
Girected —at the time the suit was 
brought, and for seven years before 
was 80 conclusively proved as in this 
suit. 

The majority decision of the Court 
was given by Circuit Judge Walter IL. 
Smith, with which Judge William C. 
Hook agreed. The majority decision 
gave the $140,000,000 corporation 9 days 
in which to submit a plan for the dis- 
solution of the combination into at 
least three independent concerns. Cy- 
rus H. McCormick, president of the In- 
ternational, has declared that the case 
will be taken to the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

Judge Sanborn, in his opinion, gives 
his reasons for dissenting from the ma- 
jority decision, in part, as follows: 
“1. Because it seems to me to 
give insufficient consideration to the 
trade conduct of the defendants at the 
time this suit was commenced, tn April, 
1912, and for seven years before that 
date. 

“2. Because the crucial issue in this 
case is not whether or notin 1902 or 1908 
the defendants or their predecessors by 
reason of the suppression of competition 
between five or more companies, made a 
combination or an attempted monopoly 
in restraint of trade, but it is whether 
or not, 10 years afterwards, in 1912, 
when the complaint in this suit was 
filed, the International company and 


the other defendants were then unduly 
or unreasonably restraining or monopo- 
lizing interstate or foreign trade or 
threatening so to do, and that 

“8. Because the evidence in this case 
has forced upon my mind the deep and 
abiding conviction that for at least 
Seven years before ‘the commencement 
of this suit the defendants had not been 
and then were not either so doing or 
threatening so to.do.. 

Under Rule of Reason, 
“Conceding, but not admitting, that, if 
the combination of 1602 and 198 had 
been challenged in 1908 and 1904, before 
the actual effect of the conduct of its 
business by the defendants upon inter- 
state and foreign trade had been dem- 
onstrated by the actual trial of it from 
190 to 1912, a court might have pre- 
sumed that the defendants were violat- 
ing the antitrust law and have so found 
on the gen thatthose who have the 
power to violate a law are presumed to 
yet the demonstration by the 
actual trial, which the evidence seems 
to me to present, that at the time this 
suit was commenceé the defendants 
were, and for at least seven years be- 
fore than time had been, conducting 
the business of the International com- 
pany and their business without unduly 
restraining or monopoligzing interstate 
or foreign trade, ought to and y 
mind must, far outweigh that question- 
able presumption. 

“This alleged presumption never 
seemed well founded or reasonable to 
me, and now that the rule of reason 
must be applied to the interpretation 
of the anti-trust law, and to its appli- 
cation to the facts of each particular 
Case, as well as the other laws and to 
the facts of other cases, I think thi 
alleged presumption should be deeme 
functus officio. 

“The issue in this case is not what 
combination or monopoly was made in 
1902, 1908 or 19804, nor whether or not 
that combination was violative of the 
anti-trust law. It is, were the defend- 
ants in 1912 doing, threatening to do, 
acts which so unreasonably restrained 
or monopolized interstate or foreign 
trade that it ig the duty of this court of 
equity to enjoin and prevent their fu- 
ture performance. 


Jurisdiction of Court. 

‘Sections 1 and 2 of the anti-trust 
law forbids combinations and monopolies 
in undue restraint of interstate or for- 
eign trade and prescribe punishment by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, for any 
violation thereof, and section 725 of the 
revised statutes bars any prosecution 
under these acts for such violation 
three years after they are committed. 
If, therefore, a combination or monopo- 
ly in unreasonable restraint: of trade 
was made in 1902, 1908 or 1904, the pro- 
ceedings to punish for the making there- 
of was barred many years before this 
suit was commenced. 

“Section 4 cf the act gives juris- 
diction to this court to prevent and 
restrain violations of this act, but it 
grants this court no power to punish 
past violations thereof. This suit is not 
@ proceeding to punish the defendants 
for deeds done in the past. It is a 
suit in equity under section four to 
prevent and restrain future violations of 
the anti-trust law. It looks to the fu- 
ture, not to the past, and this court is 
not only without jurisdiction to punish 
defendants for past violations of this 
law, but persons who at some past 
time combined to unreasonably restrain 
or monopolize interstate or international 
trade were not thereby deprived of their 
right thereafter and now to conduct 
such trede tn obedience to the law.

“The facts, which have been recited, 
and other facts and circumstances to 
the same effect, seem to me to estab- 
lish the conclusion that during the 10 
years of the operation of the Interna- 
tional Harvester Co. neither it nor the 
defendants were, nor are they, drawing 
to it its competitors’. share of the in- 
terstate trade in harvesting machinery. 
or excluding them therefrom and tha 
on the other hand, the Internationa 
company’s proportion of this trade has 
been decreasing and that of its competi- 
tors increasing. 

“Among the innumerable acts of the 
defendants and their agents in conduct- 
ing their vast business for a decade the 
Government found some that were un- 
fair to competitors, but they were either 
unauthorized acts of subordinate agents, 
r sporadic and exce instances, 
The weight of the ence of the offi-| 
cers and agents of their competitors,

E. A. Bancroft, in in. Staiae to 
Post-Dispatch, Says Decree 
“Rights No Wrong.” 


Edgar A. Bancroft, general counsel 
of the International Harvester Co., 
at Chicago, following the decision of 
the United States District Court at 
| Bt. Paul, ordering the dissolution of 
the Harvester combine, wired the, 
following statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch: 


CHICAGO, Aug. 13.—To the Post-Dis- 
patch: The Harvester decision is re- 
markable in several respects. Each of 
the Judges files a séparate opinion. 
All three agree on acquitting the In- 
ternational of over-capitalization or un- 
fair or oppressive practices or exces- 
sive or unreasonable prices or any 
wrongful conduct. 

The adverse majority opinion does not 
sustain any of the Government's 
charges, so often and so recently re- 
peated in political discussions, of mo- 
nopolization and coercion of local deal- 
ers, ‘or local price. cutting to destroy 
competitors, or excessive prices, or Op- 
pressive trade practices, or destruction 
of freedom of competition in the manu- 
facture and sale of harvesting ma- 


chines. 
New Construction of Law. 


The adverse decision is based upon 
an entirely new construction and appli- 
cation of the Sherman law. 

The violation of law found arose out 
of acts done in the organization of the 
company and the purchase of its proper- 
ties more than 10 years ago, and not 
out of any wrongful acts done in the 
transaction of its business or any in- 


juries to tne public at any time. The 
restraint of trade which is made the 
basis of the decision was the elimina- 
tion of the competition existing be- 
tween the original companies which took 
lace when their properties were trans- 
erred to the International in 
percentage of trade controlled by the 
company and the competitive condi- 
tions existing in 1912, when the bill was 
filed, are wholly ignored, ae they 
were made the basis -of the Govern- 
— prayer for relief in its peti- 
tion.

Punitive, Not Remedial. “ 

The new construction and applica- 
tion of the Sherman law is twofold. 
First, where independent competitors 
may not lawfully agree upon terms and 
prices, they may not legally unite their 
properties in a partnership or in one 
corporation. The opinion says this 
proposition was not mentioned in the 
Government's brief, or suggested by 
Court or counsel durfng three days of 
Oral argument. 

Second, a corporation may be decrsed 
illegal, and its business and properties 
be divided on account of an illegality 
‘in its organization, however remote 
the time, and regardless of the condi- 
tions at the date of the suit and de- 
cree. 

This proposition is in direct conflict 
with the position taken by the Gov- 
ernment on this question upon the ar- 
gument suits and decrees in equity are 
to redress actual wrongs, and grant re- 
lief against existing evils. 

In this case the decree is punitive, 
and not remedial. Some of the per- 
sons who did the acts here. held to be 
illegal, have now no present interest in 
the corporation or its business. Many 
of the parties injuriously affected ly 
the decree had no connection whatever, 
although the sole issue made by the 
Government was whether the Interna- 
tional was restraining or monopolizing 
tr when this:suf was filed. 
The” majority opinion does not even 
refer to that issue, but bases its de- 
cision upon size and the proportion cf 
trade acquired by the company nearly 
12 years ago. 

Judge Sanborn’s Opinion. 

This company is con@éemned (for a 
state of facts which no longer exists 
by a rule of law that never existed, till 
now. 

The dissenting opinion of Judge San- 
born, the presiding Judge, deals directly 
and exhaustively with the facts bear- 
ing upon the real issue in the suit and 
approves to the fullest_the practices of 
the company, and says: “The evidence 
in this suit seems to me to present a 
new case under the anti-trust law. No 
case has been found in the books and 
none has come under my observati6n, 
in which the absence of all the evils 
against which that law was directed, 
at the time the stit was brought and 
for seven years before, was so conclu- 
sively proved as in this suit.’’ 

Analysis of Court Decision. 

An analysis of the opinion of the 
Court shows: 

1. That the Court does -not find that 
any of the organizers of the company 
intended to violate the lAw. 

2. The Court does not find that the 
company, in thé conduct of its busi- 
ness, has violated the law. 

3. The Court does not find that the 
door of opportunity for entering or Con- 
tinuing in the harvester trade has been 
closed or obstructed by the company. 
4. The Court does. not find that there 
is not today free, active, strong and 
growing competition in harvesting ma- 
chines. : 

5. The Court does not find that any 
consumer, competitor or dealer is or 
has been, Injured or oppressed in any 
degree by the company. 

6. The Court does not find that there 
was any overcapitalization and no claim 
is made that the company has received 
— or unreasonable price or prof- 
ts. 

Yet, notwithstanding this state. of 
facts, unprecedented in anti-trust cases. 
the Court applies an entirely new test 
and decrees the dismemberment of the 
business and property of the company. 
The defendants are vindicated and ac- 
quitted of any wrongful motive or any 
wrongful practice, yet thousands of 
stockholders are cruelly punished by the 
decree proposed to be entered under 
this novel application of the Sherman 
law, a decree which remedies no evil and 
rights no wrong.

They will not 
report to the Federal League mana- 
gers until the beginning of the 1915 
season.”

Gilmore practically admitted that 
the failure of the league to procure 
an early favorable decision in the 
case of Armando Marsans. the Cuban 


outfielder, had been a setback, and it 
was really because of the fear of in- 
junctions being procured against 
players that his league had decided to 
await ¢he coming of the 1915 scaaen 
before seizing any more baliplayers.

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POLICEMAN SHOT 
BY ROBBER AFTER 
A HOTEL HOLDUP 


Dennis Fogarty Injured 
While in Pursuit of Man 
Whose Raid on Holland 
House Resembles One at 
Metropole _in 


Watchman Was Killed. 


CLERK IS ORDERED TO 
OPEN. OFFICE SAFE 


Tells Intruder That He Does 
Not Know Combination 
and Is Fired at as He 
Starts to Give Alarm, 
Thinking Man Had Left. 


Patrolman Dennis Fogarty, who lives 
at 5443 Wells avenue, was shot through 
the neck by a robber about 3:45 o’clock 
this morning during an exciting chase 
following an attempt ,to hold up the 


and Morgan streets. 
The tactics used by the robber were 
similar to those employed by the one 
who shot and killed Private Watchman 
Edward Sale Tuesday morning after an 
unsuccessful attempt to foree the night 
clerk at the Metropole Hotel, High street 
and Lucas avenue, to open the safe. 
About 2:40 a. m., the robber ascended 
the stairs to the seoond floor office of 
the Holland Hotel, and after drawing 
two revoivers, commanded the clerk, 
William Owensby, 3 years old, to open 
the safe. 
Owensby, like Fred Arning, the Met- 
ropole Hotel clerk, was impressed with 
the robber’s mild voice. 
Owensby protested he did not know 
how ro open the safe and added that it 
contained only a small amount of 
money, as the owner carried the re- 
ceipts home at night. He was then 
ordered to turn his pockets out and 
hand over his personal property. He 
obeyed, but managed to slip his wallet 
containing about $20, down his trousezs 
leg. When he offered the robber a few 
pennies the latter sniffed acornfully an] 
told him te put it back in his pocket. 
“If vou really think that safe can be 
opened you are at liberty to try it you-:- 
self,’’ said Owensby, as the robber stood 
silently glaring at him. “I will not in- 
terfere with you." 

As in Moving Pictures. 
In regular. moving picture style the 
robber lowered his hands until the 
handles of his two big revolvers rested 
against his hips. He then went behind 
the desk and surveyed the door of the 
safe. 

*“‘Guess there’s nothing doing,” he said 
carelessly as he started for the door 
“But you'd better come with me.”’ 

Owensby followed the robber down- 
stairs and then when commanded to d»> 
so went back to the office. Owensby 
wanted to telephone the police, but he 
concluded to find out ff the robber had 
departed. He went to the head of the 
stairs and seeing no one below, de- 
scended a few steps. The robber stepped 
from a dark corner of the vestibule and 
fired three shots at the clerk who fisd 
to the office. 

Patrolman Guibor heard the shots an:! 
saw the robber running north on Sixtn 
street. He pursued and other policemer 
joined in the chase. After an exchange 
of several shots the fugitive was loat 
at Broadway and Cass avenue. 

The Chase Begins. 

His description was telephoned to 
every policeman on duty and about 3:6 
a. m. Patrolmen rogarty and Harrv 
Mahsau saw a man at Twelfth street 
who they believed answered the descrip- 
tion. Fogarty chased him and Marsau 
ran south on Twelfth to head him off. 

After a zig-zag route which led the 
robber and Fogarty to the rooms of 
the Lyric Social Club in the rear of 81) 
North Eleventh street. Fogarty ran to 
the back door in an effort to corner 
him. 

Just as Fogarty was entering the club- 
room the robber fired a bullet at the 
patrolman and the latter fell. The rob- 
ber then escaped through the alley. 

At the city hospital it was found the 
robber’s bullet had -entered Fogarty’s 
chin at the point, ranged downward 
through his neck and lodged somewhere 
in the region of his left shoulder. His 
condition was said to be serious.

HER FATHER SAYS 


Life Saver at Mannion’s Park Al- 
leged to Have Changed Clothes 
Before Attempting Rescue. 


There were no life guards on duty at 
the swimming pool in Mannion’s Park, 
6600 South Broadway, when Miss Marie 
Ellen Garvey of 806 Hickory street was 
drowned at 6 p. m. yesterday, according 
to Patrick Garvey, her father. 

He told a Post-Dispatch reporter to- 
day that he received this information 
from Albert Hamilton of 4113 Laclede 
avenue, who accompanied Miss Garvey 
to the pool. Hamilton told him also, he 
said, that a:life guard who was about 
the place in street clothing’ took time 
to change to a bathing suit before at- 
tempting to rescue the girl. 

Miss Garvey was standing near the 
rope between the shallow water and 
deep water, when someone dared her 
to go into deep water. She could only 
swim a little, but she went beyond the 
rope, accompanied by Hamilton. After 
he had twice assisted her back to the 
rope he said he was going to swim 
across the pool. Miss Garvey tried to

EXPORT TAX ON FOODS. 

New Yorkers who are fighting outrageous in- 
creases in food prices made with the war as an 
excuse, want an export tax on farm products.

The total impracticability of the suggestion, of all 
suggestions of the same sort which have been re- 
peatedly advanced in recent months to meet vari- 
ous situations, is overlooked by those who propose 
it. Section 9 of Article 1 of the Federal Constitu-

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NOBEL PHACE PRIZE IN 1914. 

How the Kaiser missed the Nobel peace prize 
will not be one of the points of least interest 
when his biography comes to be written. A 
month ago the Swedish authorities had decided 
that his efforts during 26 years to prevent a con- 
flict in Europe had entitled ‘him to this great 
honor this year. Hardly more than two weeks 
after the decision the ultimatums and declara- 
tions of war with which Burope was being be- 
sprinkled had forever deprived him of a chance 
for the distinction. 

The prize, one-fifth of the interest on $8,400,000, 
may be bestowed on an individual or a society. 
But where in Burope is there a person or an or- 
ganization whose claims are not subject to the 
same heavy discount from former face value as 
the Emperor’s? Judging by the event, no effort 
for peace has had much efficacy in that part 
of the world during 1914. Compelled to look else- 
where for a candidate, how can the attention of 
the custodians of the prize be diverted from 
America? 

We have societies whose labors for peace have 
had world-wide inflmence. If an individual can-

‘didate is sought, where can one be found whose 


fidelity to the peace ideal, ably supported by his 
Secretary of State, has been shown in a more 
practical and effective way than that of the 
present incumbent of the White House during 
all the critical months of Mexican provocation? 
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THE PICTURESQUE UHLANS. 

In the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-1871 the 
Uhlan cut a fine and impressive figure. Armed 
with his long lance, he was the advance guard 
and scout of the Prussian legions and the vil- 
lages in which he appeared were quickly thrown 
into panic at the sight of his steel-tipped weapon. 
The machine gun was then in its infancy, and 
under the name of mitrailleuse was only begin- 
ning to be used, experimentally, by the French 
armies. 

Now, when the Uhlan makes his advance re- 
connaissance, though armed with sword, pistol 
and carbine as well as lance, he creates no spe- 
cial alarm. The modern machine gun awaits him 
and is very apt to make his entire equipment ap- 
pear as obsolete as it is picturesque. The Uhlan, 
as a cavalryman, was first seen in Turkish armies. 
The word “Uhlan” means boy or youth, and he 
was the original boy scout of Oriental armies. 
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A STATE OF MIND. 
F, T. Marineti, styled “arch-priest of Futurism,” 
has written a book with the title “Zang Tumb 
Tumb,”’ depicting, in Futurist language, his ex- 
perfences as war correspondent in the Balkans. 
It is something new—a word movie of a state of 
mind or rather of a swift succession of states of 
mind. 
Marineti, who has a much-indented brow, a 
stern eye, wide nostrils, a mustache which turns 
up, but is withal fat and hearty, expresses in his 
book modern life as it is lived by the men and 
women who are always on the jump after the 
next sensation, and who have the means of keep- 
ing on the jump, principally because they are 
quite secure in.their three meals a day and a 
soft bed, when desired. That, of course, like 
the three meals program, is not always desired, 
because the new sensation must be had, whether 
meals and bed follow or not. 
Here is a sample of Marineti’s book. It is one 
of the mildest, as most of it needs a fumble of all 
sorts of type, placed in all sorts of odd combina- 
tions. It is an impreasfonistic picture of the bom-

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AID FOR THE WAR’S VICTIMS. 

Never before has the Red Cross Society been 
as powerfully organized as at the opening of the 
war which will create the most urgent need for 
its services known since the organization of the 
movement at Geneva in 1863. 

Perhaps because of the United States’ peaceful 
status, our Red Cross strength is relatively less 
than that of most foreign countries. It hag 6000 
American nurses subject to its order and some 
work has been done toward providing our 
national society with an endowment 

In Japan, however, the Red Crgss has already 
an endowment of $10,000,000; in Austria it has 
endowment and other property valued at more 
than $2,000,000; in France its endowment is $6,- 
000,000; in Russia it has 65,000 members and a 
large property in hospitals, ambulances and other 
needful appliances. 

In fact, in practically every civilized country, 
the Red Cross is represented by an organization 
of devoted workers for humanity. Even Turkey 
has a strong Red Crescent Society on paper, 
though it was not much in evidence in the late 
Balkan hostilities. 

Whatever differences we may have here in dis- 
interested America over the definition of issues 
involved in. the war, on one point we may all 
reach an agreement. The permanent position 
of our national Red Cross Society should be 
strengthened. Temporary facilities for discharg- 
ing its obligations abroad should be provid- 
ed on a scale commensurate with the probable 
extraordinary need. Time and energy spent in 
bickerings over political phases of the war might 
better be devoted to organizing at once for 
this great work7 
Germany can 


TT 


be so “isolated” as to be in- 
accessible to thé Red Cross’ ministering emissa- 
ries. None of the nations staggering under the 
burden of war(is so rich that it can make its 
own relief measures adequate. We can earn the 
gratitude of all by helpful friendliness expressed 
in terms of Red Cross aid. The cry from the 
unfortunate victims of a detestable war should 
have a response from us that will be worthy of 
the wealthiest of all countries. 
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That ear-deafening silence which you hear 
above the roar of the cannons is produced by Col. 
Roosevelt saying nothing. 
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AN AMAZING OVERSIGHT. 
Curiously enough, none of the editorial war ex- 
perts has yet accused the British militant suffrag- 
ists of starting the general war. 

Yet is it not a fact that all the fighters are men? 
And is it not the well known purpose of the 
militants to get control of society and set up a 
Government of, by and for women, a Government 
under which men, reduced by war to a helpless 
minority, shall be enslaved? 

Can anybody acquainted with inside facts, as all 
the editorial experts are known to be, ddubt for a 
minute that King George showed the white feath- 
er, exposed his fear of the future, when he released 
the militants from English prisons a few days 
ago? 

Here, plainly, is a feature of the situation which 
demands expert elucidation, a task for which we 
freely concede our incompetency. 
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REIGN OF REASON BEGINS. 

The New Haven monopoly of New England 
transportation decides that after all 1t does not 
want a fight. Finding that the administration 
means just what it says, that big business must 
place itself in conformity with law, this noto- 
rious offender has decided that it will permit 
itself to be dissolved undér the direction of the 
Department of Justice instead of by court order. 
This is the first evidence of a restored reign 
of reason the directors have given during a dec- 
ade of disastrous control. They must dispose 
of their holdings of Boston & Maine stock with- 
in one year, instead of two years and a half. 
To their other tributary properties independence 
must be restored. The civil suits of stockhold- 
ers for damages against these unfaithful trus- 
tees of New Haven interests will not be af- 
fected. The criminal suits to fix personal guilt 
will be pressed as vigorously as before. 
Investors will profit by the agreement for ami- 
cable dissolution. The rehabilitation of the 
wrecked company will be hastened. The victory 
for the administration is a brilliant one, and is 
notice to other offending corporations that the 
day of reckoning has come. Defiance of the laws 
investing monopoly with a erimina] quality will 
be continued with peril. 


IMMIGRANT ASSETS. 

Complaints of a scarcity of unskilled labor on 

account of the cessation of tmmigration from 
Europe offers a lesson in economics which should 
enlighten the anti-immigration demagogues. 
The tide of immigration which has flowed from 
Europe to America is one of the principal factors 
in our progress and prosperity. Every able-bodied 
immigrant is an asset—a live asset. His capacity 
for labor adds to the wealth of the country. 

Educated and akilled foreigners have contributed 
greatly to the efficiency of industry and the un- 
skilled laborers have done much of the heavy work 
of the country. They have built railroads and 
kept them in repair, built houses and dug canals. 
The agriculturists have made the wilderness pro- 
ductive.

THE GREAT BATTLE OF LIEGE 
om the New York World. 

If the Germans have lost 2%,000 men in 
killed or wounded, or anything near 
that number, in the attempt to open the 
Meuse route to Paris, the three-day en- 
gagement at Liege will rank among thé 
bloodiest encounters of modern history. 
To rout the French at Worth cost the 
Prussian army in 1870 only 10,642; to 
storm the pitiless Spicheren less than 
5000. At Gravelotte the French loss was 
14,000, the attacking Germans’ 21,000. 
The crowning victory of Sedan was ac- 
complished with a Prussian loss just 
under 9000. Worth and Sedan together 
were less fatal to German troops in 
1870 than Liege in 1914, if this report is 
well founded, The entire Franco-Prus- 
sian war cost on the invaders’ side only 
28,000 killed and 101,000 wounded. 

A field of famous fights is Belgium. 
There will be Fonteney, in which neither 
side lost 8000; and Blenheim with a loss 
of 12,000 for the allies and @ somewhat 
larger one for the French, besides pris- 
oners; and Lingy, with a butcher's bill 
of 2,000 on both sides combined. Even 
in the great day of Waterloo, June 18, 
Prussians and English together lost but 
22,000 men. Austerlitz, the summit of 
Napoleon’s military career, cost the 
beaten allies, besides prisoners, less than 
13,000. At Gettysburg, the “high tide of 
the Confederacy,” Meade’s army lost 
only 23,000 In killed and wounded. 

War news desired from only one side 
is prone to exaggeration. But the dura- 
tion of the fighting about Liege, its ob- 
stinate character and the desperate 
haste of the Germans to force a road be- 
fore the French mobilization is complete, 
leave little doubt but that the combat 
has been sanguine. Perhaps it will not 
be an ill turn for mankind if the final

Mrs. Wilson Woodrow, the authoress, 
was another of the little stellar circie 
whose rays have penetrated afar. 

For many years Miss Winn was a 
teacher, and several noted men, among 
them Dr. Frederick Dunlap, famous. in 
the Wylie controversy, owe their auspi- 
clous beginnings to this same versatile 
mind. 

In Chillicothe, too, Miss Winn was 
active in forming a woman’s club which 
became a- civic power, and there she 
began to assert that interest in all 
movements for the advancement of 
women in which she has continued. 

An intellectual equipment any one 
pursuit would fail to exhaust is hers, 
yet for all her mental achievements 
Miss Winn never could have become a 
“high-brow.” She is too essentially hu- 
man for that. Of late years she has 
come to be interested in just folks more 
than in books. In newspaper work one 
cannot be too interested in mere hu- 
manity’s comings and goings. And to- 
day Miss Winn will tell you that in her 
present work she has found her 
metier. 

But that very streak tn her character 
which manifests itself in poetry would 
have been sufficient to save her from 
the cold and calculating career of a 
scientist, anyway. Nobody ‘knows how 
many complete poems Miss Winn has 
written. No collection has been made 
of them and she winds them off on the 
typewriter never to think of them 
again. At least two per week has been 
the requirement of her newspaper col- 
umn.

NEW YORK, Aug. 13—Jacob H. 
Schiff, head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., at a 
meeting today of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, defended the proposal 
advanced yesterday that Congress em- 
Power national banks to hold bank notes 
as reserve, thus freeing gold for ship- 
ment abroad in settlement of interna- 
ilonal debts. In spite of the oppositivn 
of this plan which has developed, 
Schiff’s plea was permitted to go un- 
challenged. His remarks were applaud- 
od, and the chamber without further 
discussion took up other business. 

Schiff said that it was almost impos- 
sible to satisfy American debts in Eu- 
rope, because, in view of the war, the 
banks had concluded not to let go of 
anything which could be utilized for the 
shipment of gold abroad. He referred 
to the fact that large payments would 
gradually fall due in Europe and he 
deciared that either these debts must 
be met or American debtors would be 


in default. 
Coatition < of aBnks, 
“It is said that those responsible for 


this state of affairs mould suffer for it. 
I do not believe many honest men will 
agree with that view,” he said. 

The condition of the banks ts such, 
Schiff pointed out, that they cannot, 
under existing circumstances, decrease 
their gold holdings largely, but there 's 
now reason, he contended, why emer- 
gency ourrency should not be substi- 
tuted for a portion of the reserves. He 
said the banks should be permitted to 
take bank notes in their reserves oor A 
limited time. 

Gold in United States. 
“We have more gold than any coun- 
try in the world—something like $1,- 
606,000,000," Schiff said. “We are not 
short of gold. I tell you what we are 


short of: We are short of money to pay. 


our debts,” he added, with a touch of 
satire. ‘““We wave the American flag 
and say we want to help the world, 
but we cannot pay our debts. We want 
to stand back. Do we dare to do it? 
Do we dare to attract stigma upon gen- 
erations yet unborn? 

“It is probable that Congress may 
deny us the legislation to enable banks 
to let the gold go. If that is so, we 
must bow to the law. But we must not 
do it voluntarily. The old proverb that 
*hénesty is the best policy’ still holds 
good.,”’

Regarding the first, there ought to be 
no difference of opinion, in competent 
financial circles, over the extraordinary 
proposal to ask Washington to permit 
the counting of national bank notes as 
a part of national bank reserves. This 
is an utterly mischievious proposal, 
without a shred of justification, either 
in economic common sense or in the 
needs of the occasion. 

“It is difficult to understand how any 
conservative financier can have dreamed 
of such a thing. It is quite of a piece 
With the similar suggestion, made to 
Secretary Cortelyu in the-panic of 1907 
and instantly rejected by him, that 
Short-term notes, sold by the Treasury 
as a basis of b&Ank note circulation, 
might be counted as reserves, when the 
bank examiners back was conveniently 
turned. 

The Curb Market in Stocks. 

“As to the.irregular and unauthorized 
dealing in stocks upon the curb, there 
are two opposing considerations. The 
Stock Exchahec authorities are opposing 
it, on the perfectly plausible argument 
that if it should becomé general an 
if some one for purposes of mischief 
were to offer down prices to a ruinous 
level, the status of a great mass of 
Stock Exchange collateral, pledged 
against outstanding bank loans, ‘would 
be seriously imperiled.

‘The man who sells a hundred shares 
of stock in this outside marxet must 
present his share certificates; the man 
who buys must show his ready cash 
or certified check. Precisely this expe- 
dient was employed on the Paris Bourse 
after the London and New oYrk Stock 
Exchanges had shut down: and by all 
counts the Paris Bourse is open today, 
without and cataclysm of values. The 
wiser course may very possibly be, for 
the banks and the Stock Exchange ito 
watch developments in this outside mar- 
ket, without aggressive hostility, but 
with the closest scrutiny of methods and 
results. 

“Thus far, the very considerable trad- 
ing on this basis has resulted in de 
clines, as compared with the last for- 
mal quotations on the Stock Exchange, 
which are wholly negligible. 

Bank of DHngland Gains Gold. 

“A highly interesting incident of the 
day, was the Bank of England weekly 
statement, published at the usual time. 
It showed, as was to be expected, a 
large increase in gold; the week’s ad- 
dition to the stock in the institution’s 
vaults is $27,800,000 mostly arrivais 
from New York. The bank's note cir- 
culation has been increased $32,000,000 
during the week, and $31,800,000 of chat 
increase has been placed in the reserve 
of the banking department, which 
accordingly, despite some withdrawals 
on home account, now stands $27,800,- 
000 above last- week. 

‘‘Liabilities have «also increased by 
the enormous sum of $1382,600,000: but 
the ratio of reserve, which was 14% per 
cent a week ago, is now 17 per cent.

He Says Banks Should Be Per- 
mitted to Hold Bank Notes as 
Reserve for a Time. 


By Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 13—Jacob H. 
Schiff, head of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., at a 
meeting today of the New York Cham- 
ber of Commerce, defended the proposal 
advanced yesterday that Congress em- 
power national banks to hold bank notes 
@s reserve, thus freeing gold for ship- 
ment abroad in settlement of interna- 
tional debts. In spite of the opposition 
of this plan which has developed, 
Schiff’s plea was permitted to go un- 
challenged. His remarks were applaud- 
od, and the chamber without further 
discussion took up other business. 

Schiff said that it vas almost impos- 
sible to satisfy American debts in Eu- 
rope, because, in view of the war, the 
banks had concluded not to let go of 
anything which could be utilized for the 
shipment of gold abroad. He referred 
to the fact that large payments would 
gradually fall due in Europe and he 
declared that either these debts must 
be met or American debtors would be 


in default. 
Condition of aBnks, 

“It is said that those responsibie for 
this state of affairs should suffer for it. 
I do not believe many honest men will 
agree with that view,” he said. 

The condition of the banks ts such, 
Schiff pointed out, that they cannot, 
under existing circumstances, decrease 
their gold holdings largely, but there is 
now reason, he contended, why emer- 
gency currency should not be substi- 
tuted for a portion of the reserves. He 
paid the banks should be permitted to 
take bank notes in their reserves for a 
limited time. . 

Gold in United States. 
“We have more gold than any coun- 
try in the world—something like $1,- 
606,000,000,"" Schiff said. “We are not 
short of gold. I tell you what we are 


short of: We are short of money to pay. 


our debts,” he added, with a touch of 
satire. ‘““‘We wave the American flag 
and say we want to help the world, 
but we cannot pay our debts. We want 
to stand back. Do we dare to do it? 
Do we dare to attract stigma upon gen- 
erations yet unborn? 

“It is probable that Congress may 
deny us the legislation to enable banks 
to let the gold go. If that is so, we 
must bow to the law. But we must not 
a6 it voluntarily. The old proverb that 
‘honesty is the best policy’ still holds 
good.”’

Plans*of promoters to reopen the 
Southern Hotel, which have been under 
way for more than a year, have col- 
lapsed, and the hotel property has been 
taken over by the Allen Nstate, which 
owns it.. Improvements costing $140,000, 
which have been made by the promoters, 
and which, it is alleged, have not bee 
paid for by them, go to the Allen es- 
tate with the return of the lease.

LACLEDE CO. AGREES TO 
REMOVE BIG GAS MAIN 


For Several Weeks This Has 
Blocked Work of Eliminat- 


ing a Grade Crossing. 

The Laciede Gas Light Co. notified the 
city today it would remove the 24-inch 
gas main which for more than a monih 
has blocked the wofk of eliminating the 
Tower Grove grade crossing. The re- 
moval work will begin at once. 

At the same time President Kinsev 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
announced the board would grant tem- 
porary permits for the gas company to 
erect poles for an electric lighting sys- 
tem outside of the underground dis- 
trict, which is bounded by Spruce and 
Wash streets, Twenty-third street and 
the river. 

Kingey sald the city’s action was not 
taken because the Laclede had agree't 
to remove the gas main, but because 
the gas company and City Counselor 
Baird had agreed the company’s right 
to do an electric light business under 
its franchise would be submitted to the 
Supreme Court on an agreed statement 
of facts. 

If the Supreme Court rules the La- 
clede company can do an electric Ngat 
bysiness, the company also will receive 
permits for laying wires in the down- 
town or underground district.

Baird already has ruled the gas com- 
pany cannot do an electric business un- 
der its franchise. His ruling, if sus- 
tained by the Supreme Court, would 
give the Union Eleotric Light Co. a vir- 
tual monopoly in St. Louis.

BURIAL PERMITS. 
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PROTESTS AGAINST 
TRADING ON ‘CURB’ 


Many Securities Are Being Sold 
and Bought on Outside 
Market. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 

today, says: 

“On Wall street, discussion of the im- 
mediate problem of breaking the dead- 
lock in exchange was superseded, today, 
by two other matters of controversy. 
One was the hot dispute in banking 
circles, as to provision for our bank 
reserve money in case We send gold to 
Canada as an international credit fund. 
The other was the. continuance of 
“street trading’’ in securities. 

Regarding the first, there ought to be 
no difference of opinion, in competent 
financial circles, over the extraordinary 
proposal to ask Washington to permit 
the counting of national bank notes as 
a part of national bank reserves. This 
is an utterly mischievious proposal, 
without a shred of justification, either 
in economic common sense or in the 
needs of the occasion. 

“It is difficult to understand how any 
conservative financier can have dreamed 
of such a thing. It is quite of a piece 
With the similar suggestion, made to 
Secretary Cortelyu in the-panic of 1907 
and instantly rejected by him, that 
Short-term notes, sold by the Treasury 
as a basis of b&nk note circulation, 
might be counted as reserves, when the 
bank examiners back was conveniently 
turned. , 

The Curb Market in Stocks. 

‘As to the.irregular and unauthorized 
dealing in stocks upon the curb, there 
are two opposing considerations. Thvw 
Stock Exchange authorities are opposing 
it, on the perfectly plausible argument 
that if it should becomé general and 
if some one for purposes of mischief 
were to offer down prices to a ruinous 
level, the status of a great mass of 
Stock Exchange collateral, pledged 
against outstanding bank loans, ‘would 
be seriously imperiled. 

“On the other side, there are thesa 
things to be said: first, that when any 
official market is forcibly shut down, 
means will infallibly be found to resume 
on a no-official basis, embargoed trad- 
ing, and that to restrict such measures 
long is a broom against the incoming 
tide; but, second, that, since this ir- 
regular dealing is conducted on a pure 
Cash basis, ‘short selling’ or artificial 
depression of values is impossible. 

“The man who sells a hundred shares 

of stock in this outside market must 
present his share certificates: the man 
who buys must show his ready cash 
or certified check. Precisely this expe- 
dient was employed on the Paris Bourse 
after the London and New oYrk Stock 
Exchanges had shut down; and by all 
counts the Paris Bourse is open today, 
without and cataclysm of values. The 
wiser course may very possibly be, for 
the banks and the Stock Exchange io 
watch developments in this outside mar- 
ket, without aggressive hostility, but 
with the closest scrutiny of methods and 
results. 
“Thus far, the very considerable trad- 
ing on this basis has resulted in de- 
clines, as compared with the last for- 
mal quotations on the Stock Exchange, 
which are wholly negligible. 

Bank of Bngliand Gains Gold. 
“A highly interesting incident of the 
day, was the Bank of England weekly 
statement, published at the usual time. 
It showed, as was to be expected, a 
large increase in gold; the week's ad- 
dition to the stock in the institution’s 
vaults is $27,800,000, mostly § arrivais 
from New York. The bank's note cir- 
culation has been increased $32,000,000 
during the week, and $31,800,000 of chat 
increase has been placed in the reserve 
of the banking department, which 
accordingly, despite some withdrawals 
on home account, now stands §$27,800,- 
000 above last week. 

‘‘Liabilities have also increased by 
the enormous sum of $1382,400,000:° but 
the ratio of reserve, which was 14% per 
cent a week ago, is now 17 per cent. 
Last week, the total of notes outstand- 
ing, not covered with gold, was $42,400,- 
000; today it was only $14,600,000."’

INTERNAL REVENUE TO 
MAKE UP TAX DEFICIT 


ongress Leaders Decide on In- 
creases to Meet $100,000,000 
Loss in Gustoms Receipts. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo, 
mons of the Senate Finance Committee 
and Chairman Underwood of the Howse 
Ways and Means Committee, at a con- 
ference today, decided to draft a bill to 
raise $100,000,000 by additional interral 
revenue to meet the falling off in cus- 
toms receipts during the European war. 

Senator Simmons and Representative 
Underwood will confer on the plan 
again and the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee will take up the task of framing 
the bill as goon as possible. 

“Several plans have been seriously 
considered,”’ said Senator Simmons, “but 
they will not be disclosed until a decti- 
sion is reached. It is certain, however, 
that there will be no addition to cus- 
toms duties. Any deficit must be met 
by internal revenues.”’

Rubber Prices Soar. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 13.—The Rubber Club 
of America, composed of the principal! im- 
porters and manufacturers of rubber in the | 
United States, gives out the following state- 
ment of conditions in the rubber industry 
that have arisen on account of the war: 

‘“‘During the past week rubber manufa-c- 
turers throughout the United States have 
been obliged to increase the prices on their 
manufactured products from 15 per cent to 
25 per cent on account of the crude rubber 
situation arising from the war between 
European nations. The breaking down of in- 
ternational exchange, together with the rela- 
tively smal] supplies of crude rubber in the 
hands of manufacturers, besides the diffi- 
culty of rubber importers in delivering crude 
rubber on their future contracts through the 
onan cutting off of shipping facilities, have 
afi contributed to produce an unprecedented 
situation fn this branch of trade. In some 
cases factory forces have been reduced to 
conserve raw material supplies now on hand. 
These increased prices will apply to all rub- 
ber goods, from automobile tires to rubber
